"met from June 20 to 22 with ninety delegates in attendance, in- 
luding leaders of the Kyodan, chairmen of each District (Kyoku) 
vangelism committee and specialists in all other ereas of HEvan- 
elism carried on by,the UCC. The points discussed at this con- 
rence, which reveal an attempt to work out a new direction in 
CC evangelism, will receive further deliberation by the evange- 
ism Committee, then be presented at the Second Fundamental Policy 
esearch Conference on Evangelism for discussion and development 
mto conerete policy, and then be put into practice after passing 
ae at the General Assembly.

On June 28, the Kirisuto Bunkeksi (Christian Culture Society) 
ield a "Christian Culture and Japanese Classic Arts Festival" at 
she Sankei Hall in Tokyo. +he main number on the program was the 
pecently completed "St. Paul of Damascus", a dance-drama adapted 
50 the classical Noh style end accompanied by Negauta(classical 
samisen music). The unique drame, which took two years to com- 
slete, is an accomplishment of wr. Kyukei Shiroto, who was aided 
Wy Mr. Rokuzaemon Kineya and Rev. H. Heuvers a Jesuit Father. 
mW. Shiroto, as member of the Reinanzaka Church in Tokyo (UCC), is 
yne Director of the Kirisuto Bunkakai and is well known as a 
faker of Noh masks. Mr. Kineya a Nagaute expert, composed the 
Misic for the new drama. The choreogrepher was Jusuke Hansyagi, 
tsea of the noted Hansyagi classic dance school. 


In an effort to preserve the traditionel Japanese clessical 
forms and to have the audience "feel" Paul of Damascus, all "ob- 
tious religious covering" wes avoided. The costumes were sll of 
me classic Noh style and no cross or other Christian symbols 
yere used. 

The Noh play ‘St. Peul", which wes presented at on earlier date 
wes besed on the 8th and 9th chapters of Acts, but "Paul of 
emescus” opens with the blinded Saul visiting the house of Judas 
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where he meets Ananias. The confrontation by the resurrected ‘ 
‘Christ is then presented in the form of a flashback wherein Paul 
recalls the blessings of Christ. 
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Jusuke Hanayagi, played the part of Paul, his daughter Wakaba 
Hanayagi was the wife of Judas and Kinnosuke Hanayagi was Ananias. 


; The Kiristuo Bunkakai was organized in 1949 to further inter- 
national exchange of fine arts and friendship and includes both 
Protestants and Roman Catholics as its members. The first chair- 
man was Toyohiko Kagawa. The Noh drama "The resurrected Christ” 
end the Kyogen (a comedietta) "The Sea of Galilee have been pre- 
Sented previously by the Society.
